MURDER SIMILAR TO 
REMUS CASE CLAIMS 
YOUNG WinUW'S LIFE 


Salesman 
Being 
Held 
After Suicide At­ 
tempt Fails 


BURLINGTON, N J.. Dec 21.— 
A parallel of the Remus case is 
seen here today in the shooting of 
Mrs. Isabelle Jam es Shedaker, 32, 
for which Frederick Piani, 37, an 
iron pipe salesm an, was to be a r­ 
raigned on a m urder charge. 
Piani is alleged to have confess­ 
ed he shot and killed the pretty 
‘blonde widow, with whom he is said 
to have been friendly, and then at­ 
tem pted to take his own life. 
Like Mrs. Remus, Mrs. Shedaker 
was in h er automobile when she 
was attacked. Like Remus, Piani 
is said to have followed her out of 
the car across a field and shot her. 
Mrs, Shedaker is the widow of a 
wealthy seed man, killed here in an 
automobile accident last spring. A 
friend Mrs. Charles Lampson, who 
was held as a witness, said P lant’s 
car swerved across the road to 
block the Shedaker car, and then 
stopped. Mrs, Shedaker immediate, 
ly got out, apparently badly fright­ 
ened, and started to run through 
the woods. 
Piani jumped from his car and 
ran after the woman, according to 
police, who later questioned him. 
He seized her by the arm and 
held her, wrhile he fired four times 
pointblank at the screaming wom­ 
an.. Then, according to Mrs. Lam p­ 
son, he 
put the pistol into his 
mouth and fired the one remaining 
shot.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.— 
Submarine experts and con­ 
struction 
engineers of the 
navy who have laboriously 
pieced together the detailed 
story of the S-4 tragedy off 
Provincetown 
Harbor 
have 
concluded that the disaster 
was due to the sudden emer­ 
gence of the crafter after the 
danger of collision had been 
perceived by the S-4’s opera­ 
tors. 
Because the crash tore a hole in 
the hull 
imm ediately 
above 
tho 
control cham ber, which wasflood- 
ed immediately, the exact sequent* 
of events at the controls likely will 
never be established, in the view 
of marine experts. 
But subm arine 
officers 
of 
the 
navy 
who have 
watched the developm ent of under­ 
water craft, for more than a quar­ 
ter century have thus * pieced to­ 
gether the story from the reports 
of the rescue fleet. 
“The destroyer Paulding,” said 
one 
subm arine 
veteran, 
“might 
easily have cleared the S-4 had she 
not 
leaped to the 
surface 
from 
conning-tower depth when danger 
was discovered. 
She was cruising 
along the m easured mile with only 
her periscope in sight when the 
man on the Paulding s briuge dis­ 
covered . her. 
“Had the S-4 remained at peri­ 
scope depth, the Paulding woulc? 
have swept off only her conning- 
tower, leaving the innerm ost w a­ 
ter tight cham oefs unbroken. 
In­ 
stead, the S-4 was brought swiftly 
to the surface, so that vrhen the 
crash did come, it ripped through 
the main structure of the sub-sur­ 
face craft.” 
Other veterans of the subm arine 
service, expressed the vitw that

stricken by the proximity of the 
Paulding

instinctively 
shot 
their craft to the surfaoe possibly

COMPROMISE PLAN 
FUR FARM RELIEF IS 
GAINING SUPPORT 


Believe Sentiment Change 
Sufficient To Swing 
Plan 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.— With a 
quiet but intensive campaign be­ 
ing carried on to force congres­ 
sional com prom ise on farm relief, 
backers of the movement today is­ 
sued their first definite claim of 
sufficient votes to shelve the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill. 
Having put this bill out of the 
way, 
com prom ise 
advocates 
are 
confident that they can pass a bill 
that will satisfy President Coolidge 
and pacify farm ers of the coun­ 
try. 
Rep. Fred S. Purnell (R> of In­ 
diana, who broke with the adm inis­ 
tration to take a prom inent part 
in last year’s fight for the McNary- 
H augen bill, declared that he h®t* 
interviewed forty former support- 
ery who now favor a compromise. 
Since 
the McNary-Haugen 
bill 
passed the house last year by a 
vote of 214 to 178, a switch of forty 
votes would be sufficient to kill the 
measure, the compromise advocates 
asserted. 
“I am just as strong for the Mc­ 
Nary-Haugen bill as I ever was and 
I believe it offers the real solution 
of the farm problem but I th'lnk 
th a t any man is an enemy of ag­ 
riculture who would insist on spad­ 
ing this bill back to the president 
for another veto and then go home 
without having passed a bill that 
would help the farm ers,” said P u r­ 
nell. 
Since

committee by one vote last year, 
a switch of one vote might change

FLOYD HEWITT MUST

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 21.— Death 
in the electric chair today seemed 
the inevitable fate of Floyd Hewitt, 
17 year old slayer of a m other and 
her child, as the Ohio suprem e 
court overruled an appeal for a 
new trial by the youth’s attorneys. 
The appeal has been before the 
suprem e court for some tim e and 
pending the ruling on it H ew itt 
was granted an indefinite stay of 
execution. 
The court is expected 
to set the date for the electrocu­ 
tion within a short time. 
H ew itt was found guilty in Ash­ 
tabula County of m urdering Mrs. 
Celia Brown and her five-year-old 
son Fred Brown, Jr., at the Brown 
home in North Conneaut. 
The m urder was com m itted Feb. 
14. 
The H ew itts and Browns were 
neighbors and young H ew itt fre­ 
quently visited at the Brown house. 
Fred Brown, the husband and fa­ 
ther of the victims, was at work 
the evening of Feb. l l and on re­ 
turning found th e 
badly 
beaten 
body of his wife in the living room 
of the home, while the child’s body 
was in the basem ent.

SEWARD, Alaska Dec. 22—Using 
as a nucleus native Alaskan stock 
it is proposed to establish a hardy
